lSjpwc  DTCFST* Student  dies  in  accident 
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British  Labor  Party  upset  with  Reagan 


LONDON  (AP)  —  The  opposition  Labor  Party  on  Sunday  accused  the 
White  House  of  distorting  its  talks  with  President  Reagan  to  help  Prime 
Minister  Margaret  Thatcher’s  re-election  chances. 

Labor  deputy  leader  Denis  Healey,  a  former  foreign  secretary,  also  said 
Reagan  was  badly  briefed  and  muddled  during  Friday’s  meeting  at  the  White 
House.  He  said  Reagan  was  incapable  of  responding  to  some  questions  and 
that  he  mistook  Healey  for  the  British  ambassador. 

“What  does  seem  to  be  the  case  is  that  some  of  President  Reagan’s  advisers 
thought  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  try  and  help  Mrs.  Thatcher  in  her  election 
battle  by  being  unkind  to  the  Labor  Party,”  Healey  said  in  a  television 
interview. 

Mrs.  Thatcher  is  widely  expected  to  call  an  election  this  summer  or  autumn, 
ahead  of  the  June  1988  deadline. 

Healey  attacked  as  his  socialist  party,  sliding  in  opinion  polls,  took  a  new 
hammering  in  the  British  press,  which  for  the  most  part  supports  Mrs. 
Thatcher’s  Conservative  Party. 

Commentators  portrayed  Labor  as  being  snubbed  during  the  meeting  with 
Reagan  over  the  party’s  non-nuclear  defense  policy. 


USU  students  oppose  South  Africa 


LOGAN,  Utah  (AP)  —  An  attempt  to  persuade  the  Utah  State  University 
institutional  council  to  divest  the  school’s  holdings  in  companies  doing  busi¬ 
ness  in  South  Africa  has  intensified,  student  activists  say. 

Greg  Woodring,  spokesman  for  Students  Against  Apartheid,  said  a  post¬ 
card  campaign  has  been  launched  to  help  the  effort. 

Last  spring,  a  majority  of  students  voted  for  divestment,  but  William  Lye, 
vice  president  for  university  relations  and  principle  author  of  USU’s  South 
Africa  policy,  recommended  the  school  divest  only  from  companies  not  adher¬ 
ing  to  the  Sullivan  principles. 

Those  principles  include  equal  standards  for  wages  and  working  conditions 
for  black  workers. 

But  Woodring  said  Leon  Sullivan,  an  American  black  minister  who  de¬ 
signed  the  guidelines,  has  recently  called  for  all  countries  to  divest  from  South 
Africa  if  that  strife-torn  nation  does  not  abandon  its  racial  policies  by  May. 

“We  are  encouraging  students  to  send  postcards  to  every  member  of  the 
institutional  council . . .  and  ask  USU  to  follow  Sullivan’s  directive  and  divest,” 
he  said. 


A  BYU  student  was  killed  and  his 
passenger  seriously  injured  early 
Saturday  morning  when  the  vehicle 
he  was  driving  was  struck  broadside 
by  another  vehicle  that  was  involved 
in  a  high-speed  police  chase. 

Chad  Michael  Weaver,  19,  of 
Spokane,  Wash.,  was  driving  a  Dat- 
sun  pickup  through  the  green  light  at 
100  South  and  University  in  Provo 
when  the  accident  occurred.  He  was 
killed  and  his  passenger,  Cynthia 
Rippstein,  18,  of  Torrance,  Calif,  also 
a  BYU  student,  sustained  “massive 
head  as  well  as  internal  injuries,”  said 
Provo  Police  Chief  Swen  Nielson.  She 
is  listed  in  serious  condition  at  Utah 
Valley  Regional  Medical  Center 

The  series  of  events  that  ended  in 
the  accident  started  when  a  police  of¬ 
ficer  saw  a  red  Chevrolet  pickup, 
driven  by  Jerry  Meissner,  21,  of  820 
E.  900  S.  Provo,  make  an  illegal  left 
turn  at  200  West  and  100  North  in 
Provo,  said  Nielson.  When  the  officer 
fell  in  behind  the  truck,  the'  driver 
allegedly  turned  off  his  headlights. 


After  leading  the  officer  on  a  high¬ 
speed  chase  through  downtown 
Provo,  the  truck,  traveling  east  on 
100  South,  struck  Weaver’s  vehicle  at 
the  University  Avenue  intersection. 
Both  vehicles  were  carried  about  200 
feet  before  they  came  to  rest. 

“From  the  time  that  the  officer  acti¬ 
vated  his  overhead  lights  until  the 
time  of  the  accident  was  24  seconds,” 
said  Nielson. 

Meissner  and  his  brother  Jaime,  18, 
of  the  same  address,  were  taken  to 
Utah  Valley  Regional  Medical  Center 
where  they  were  treated  for  cuts  and 
bruises  and  released. 

Jerry  Meissner  was  arrested  for 
automobile  homicide  and  charges  are 
pending.  “We  will  meet  with  prosecu¬ 
tors  on  Monday  and  will  discuss  the 
evidence,”  and  then  there  will  be  an 
arraignment  hearing,  said  Nielson. 

His  brother  Jaime  was  arrested  on 
charges  of  illegal  consumption  of  alco¬ 
hol  and  released  on  his  own  recogni¬ 
zance.  The  police  are  still  awaiting  the 
results  of  blood-alcohol  tests. 


Greece-Turkey  conflict  calm  for  now 


ATHENS,  Greece  (AP)  —  Greeks  rallied  around  the  government  Sunday 
and  labor  unions  canceled  strikes  as  a  standoff  with  Turkey  over  Aegean  Sea 
oil  rights  ended  in  what  Greece  saw  as  a  victory  for  Prime  Minister  Andreas 
Papandreou. 

A  48-hour  military  alert  was  wound  down  Sunday,  but  officers  could  not 
leave  their  units,  said  military  sources,  speaking  on  condition  of  anonymity. 

Greece  planned  a  show  of  military  strength  with  a  five-day,  air-sea  exercise 
starting  Monday  in  the  northeastern  Aegean,  where  a  Turkish  research  ship 
had  planned  oil  exploration  in  a  continental  shelf  area  claimed  by  Greece. 

Turkey  stepped  back  from  a  military  confrontation  with  fellow  NATO 
member  Greece  over  mineral  rights  in  the  Aegean  when  it  changed  the  ship’s 
course  at  the  last  minute  Friday. 

Turkish  Premier  Turgut  Ozal  said  the  ship,  Sismik-1,  would  Confine  its  tests 
for  oil  to  Turkish  territorial  waters,  provided  Greece  did  the  same. 

Ozal  said  in  Ankara  on  Sunday  his  handling  of  the  dispute  turned  “the  crisis 
to  our  advantage,”  but  did  not  elaborate. 

He  spoke  after  returning  from  a  two-month  stay  in  the  United  States, 
where  he  underwent  a  coronary  bypass  operation.  He  received  a  traditional 
Moslem  welcome,  with  Turks  slaughtering  hundreds  of  sheep  in  the  streets  of 
Ankara. 


Air-traffic  controllers  propose  new  union 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Nearly  200  Utah  air  traffic  controllers  plan  to 
participate  in  a  May  6-June  10  national  referendum  on  the  proposed  formation 
of  a  new  union. 

Representatives  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration,  the  Federal 
Labor  Relations  Authority  and  the  proposed  new  union,  the  National  Air 
Traffic  Controllers  Association,  last  week  agreed  to  hold  the  election. 

The  voting  will  be  supervised  by  the  F ederal  Labor  Relations  Authority. 

The  NATCA  filed  a  petition  to  form  the  collective bargaining  unit  in, 
January.  The"  union  would  include  all  air  traffic  controllers, at  terminal  and 
control  facilities  with  a  personnel  rating  of  GS-2152  or  higher. 

NATCA  would  perform  essentially  the  same  functions  as  the  Professional 
Air  Traffic  Controllers  Organization,  which  was  disbanded  by  President 
Reagan  in  1981  after  the  union  initiated  what  the  president  saw  as  an  illegal 
strike. 


Bakker's  congregation  prays  for  him

Jim  Bakker’s  congregation  prayed  Sunday  for  the  evangelist  who  was 
brought  down  by  a  night  of  adultery,  while  the  woman  in  the  affair  was 
admonished  by  her  adviser  to  wear  quieter  clothes  and  “shut  up.” 

Paul  Roper,  the  self-appointed  Pentecostal  watchdog  who  negotiated  a 
$265,000  settlement  with  Bakker’s  PTL  ministry,  criticized  27-year-old  Jes¬ 
sica  Hahn  for  “Walking  around  in  skin-tight  jeans  in  her  back  yard  saying  cute 
little  throwaway  remarks  to  the  press.” 

“I  have  told  her  in  writing  and  on  the  telephone  to  either  shut  up  and  say 
nothing,”  or  else  tell  her  whole  story  to  a  church  tribunal,  Roper  was  quoted  as 
saying  in  Sunday’s  editions  of  Newsday,  the  Long  Island  newspaper. 

Roper  said  he  believes  the  Assemblies  of  God,  the  denomination  to  which  he 
and  Bakker  belong,  would  convene  such  a  hearing. 

In  Fort  Mill,  S.C.,  the  Rev.  Richard  Dortch  told  2,300  people  who  filled 
Bakker’s  Heritage  Village  Church  that  “We’re  on  the  road  to  victory)” 

“I’m  staying  on  the  boat  ...  because  we’re  going  to  the  other  side,”  said 
Dortch,  who  offered  a  prayer  for  Bakker  and  his  wife  Tammy. 

Ms.  Hahn  has  mostly  stayed  inside  her  West  Babylon,  N.Y.,  apartment 
since  she  was  identified  as  the  woman  whose  night  with  Bakker  led  to  his 
resignation  from  the  PTL  ministry.

Much  of  the  recognition  BYU  has 
eived  is  credited  to  a  championship 
tball  team,  various  touring  perfor- 
nce  groups  and  The  Church  of  Je- 
t  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  the 
tool's  sponsor.  But  there  is  one  as- 
t  of  the  university  that  may  have 
sn  overlooked. 

‘I  couldn’t  believe  all  the  candy  in 
ur  bookstore,”  said  Lisa  Birnbach, 
i:hor  of  The  Official  Preppy  Hand- 
ok  and  The  Lisa  Birnbach  College 
lok.  “If  I  went  to  school  there  I’d  be 
s  fattest  person  on  campus  with 
ie!” 

BYU  compelling 

On  a  more  serious  note,  she  said 
oical  young  people  entering  college 
iuldn’t  be  interested  in  attending  a 
uool  like  BYU  because  of  standards 
1  restrictions,  but  says  she  finds 
a  campus  compelling. 

‘I’m  very  fascinated  by  the  goings 
tout  there.  I  like  the  people  I’ve  met 
;re  and  I’m  fascinated  by  the  fact 
it  the  religion  is  so  intact,”  says 
rnbach,  who  modestly  admits  to 
iidng  visited  close  to  400  different 
lege  campuses. 

Trying  to  rate  BYU  against  other 
wols  would  be  unfair,  she  said, 
that’s  right  for  one  person  is  not 
ht  for  another,  but  I  like  BYU.  I 
Ink  the  people  are  especially  nice, 
asant,  hard-working  —  people  at 
,’U  are  just  happy!  I  didn’t  hear  any 
jnplaints  about  the  school  when  I 
s there.” 

’.But  people  in  the  non-LDS  commu- 
y  are  largely  ignorant  of  BYU,  ac¬ 
ting  to  Birnbach. 

‘I  don’t  have  a  feeling  about  BYU 
rself,”  said  Robert  Love,  college 
tor  for  Rolling  Stone  magazine.  “I 
n’t  feel  informed  enough  to  com¬ 
int.” 

Despite  a  lack  of  recognition  to 
iiny,  BYU  does  have  eminence  in 
5  sports  world,  Birnbach  said. 


“BYU  is  better  known  than  other 
schools  in  the  West  simply  because  of 
the  football  team,”  said  Kit  Miniclier, 
regional  reporter  for  The  Denver 
Post. 

Miniclier  says  he  couldn’t  name  the 
institutions  of  higher  learning  in  most 
of  the  states  surrounding  Utah,  but  is 
aware  of  BYU  because  of  its  athletic 
programs. 

Football  powerhouse 

Perceptions  of  BYU  as  a  football 
powerhouse  have  helped  break  a 
stereotyped  image  of  the  school  as 
being  a  type  of  religious  seminary, 
according  to  Paul  Richards,  director 
of  Public  Communications  at  BYU. 

“Most  people  used  to  have  no  con¬ 
cept  whatsoever  of  the  scope  and  of¬ 
ferings  of  the  university  —  they  had 
perceptions  of  it  as  a  strict  religious 
institution,”  Richards  said.  “People 
would  say  ‘B-Y-who?’  But  our  num¬ 
ber  one  ranking  in  football  and  suc¬ 
cesses  in  other  sports  has  given  us 
entre  to  talk  about  some  of  our  more 
serious  aspects  —  the  great  research 
going  on  here,  our  fine  students  and 
our  faculty.” 

But  sports  fame  does  not  come 
without  drawbacks,  says  Richards. 
“Rivalries  occur  and  people  can  get 
carried  away  to  the  point  that  they 
can  find  nothing  good  about  the  uni¬ 
versity,”  he  said.  “We  have  that  here 
—  ‘Nothing  good  can  come  from  the  U 
of  U  or  BY' U.’  But  this  is  not  unique  to 
our  situation.” 

Despite  the  minuses,  Richards  said 
the  school’s  success  in  sports  has  been 
a  definite  advantage  to  the  university 
in  terms  of  fundraising  and  recogni¬ 
tion. 

“We  gain  recognition  for  other 
things  but  they  just  don’t  get  the 
same  exposure,”  he  said.  “Sports  at¬ 
tracts  attention.” 

From  the  Whitehouse  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  David  Cannon,  senior  policy  ad¬ 
visor  to  Ronald  Reagan,  said  his  law 
degree  from  BYU  gets  respect  in  the 
professional  setting,  but  can  “put  a 
damper  on  things”  in  social  situations. 

Moral  stronghold 

BYU  is  viewed  by  the  business  and 
political  world  as  a  moral  stronghold, 
Cannon  said.  “I  think  that  the  stu¬ 
dent  body  is  seen  as  healthy,  socially 
well-adjusted,  diligent,  strongly  con¬ 
servative  and  ambitious.” 

A  negative  perception,  which  Can¬ 
non  feels  is  not  accurate,  is  that  peo¬ 
ple  view  the  school  as  a  cultural  and 
philosophical  monolith  that  exhibits 
little  diversity. 


. .  Along  similar  lines,  Richards  says 


some  people  feel  those  associated 
with  BYU  exhibit  a  holier-than-thou 
attitude.  “I  think  people  resent  you  if 
you  come  across  this  way.  We  need  to 
let  people  know  we  are  human  beings. 
There  is  a  feeling  among  some  that  we 
are  stand-offish.” 

And  then  there’s  cocktail  parties. 

“Being  from  BYU  can  be  a  negative 
socially  because  presumably  you  are  a 
member  of  the  sponsoring  church  and 
that  puts  a  damper  on  your  social  pos¬ 
sibilities  —  drinking  and  so  forth,” 
said  Cannon. 

Richards  agrees  that  most  people 
are  familiar  with  the  LDS  Church’s 
position  regarding  alcohol.  “It  be¬ 
comes  very  apparent  when  w.e  take  a 
performing  team  somewhere  and  the 
airplane  runs  out  of  milk  right  away,” 
he  mused.  “But  I  find  a  great  deal  of 
tolerance  among  people.” 

Cannon  said  there  are  certainly 
more  positives  than  negatives  in  peo¬ 
ple’s  perceptions  of  BYU,  “and  most 
of  the  negatives  are  inaccurate.” 

Location  stigma 

Although  BYU  has  received  atten¬ 
tion  via  sports,  the  university  may 
have  image  problems  simply  because 
of  its  location  —  a  sort  of  guilt-by-as- 
sociation  stigma  because  it  is  in  the 
West. 

“There  is  an  Eastern  intellectual 
prejudice  against  Utah  and  the  Mor¬ 
mons,”  said  Henry  Fairlie,  a  con¬ 
tributing  editor  of  New  Republic 
magazine  who  recently  had  an  article 
published  dealing  with  biases  against 
Utah  and  the  LDS  Church. 

“There  is  the  attitude  here,”  he  said 
from  his  office  in  Washington,  D.C., 
“that  all  the  colleges  are  on  either 
coast,  with  nothing  in  between.  The 
East  regards  the  West  as  one  great 
big  playground  —  a  place  to  ski.  It 
never  occurs  to  them  that  anything 
serious  goes  on  there.” 

There  is  a  real  ignorance,  says 
Birnbach,  wdio  lives  in  Manhattan.  “I 
don’t  think  the  West  is  taken  seri¬ 
ously  —  Chicago  is  sort  of  the  last 
bastion  of  learning.  ” 

But  despite  image  problems  in  the 
Eastern  United  States,  the  letters  B- 
Y-U  have  become  popular  in  a  most 
unusual  place  —  China. 

“People  there  just  love  BYU,”  says 
Ge-yao  Liu,  a  second-year  graduate 
student  in  Linguistics  from  Guangxi, 
China. 

Liu  attributes  most  of  BYU’s 
recognition  there  to  the  Young  Am¬ 
bassadors  touring  group.  “About 
three  and  a  half  years  ago,  at  college,

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BYU  has  neutral  image

Associated  Press  stories  mention¬ 
ing  BYU  during  the  past  26  months 
were  rated  as  neutral  by  non-LDS 
and  fairly  positive  by  LDS  Church 
members. 

Twenty  judges  —  ten  LDS  people 
from  Utah  and  ten  non-LDS  people 
out  of  the  state  — judged  the  40  sto¬ 
ries  on  the  AP  wire. 

The  results  showed  that  particular 
stories  stood  out  because  of  the  judg¬ 
ing  variation  between  the  two 
groups.  The  most  positive  of  both 
groups  was  the  article  about  BYU  be¬ 
ing  able  to  obtain  the  Ramses  II  ex¬ 
hibit. 

“I  see  the  positive  reaction  as  a 
compliment  to  the  school,  but  this  is 
something  that  would  occur  for  any 
university  that  had  the  chance  to  have 
the  exhibit  shown,”  said  Beky  Quin¬ 


tero,  editorial  director  of  the  Daily 
Universe. 

The  second  most  positive  article 
judged  by  both  groups  was  about 
Jimmy  Stewart  coming  to  speak  at. 
BYU  concerning  the  items  he  was  do¬ 
nating  to  the  university. 

This  had  a  big  contrast  because 
members  saw  this  as  one  of  the  most 
positive,  but  the  non-members  con¬ 
sidered  it  only  slightly  higher  than 
neutral. 

The  third  most  positive  article 
judged  by  both  groups  was  about  the 
Israeli  government  refusing  to  halt 
the  BYU  Jerusalem  Center.  This 
again  showed  members  viewing  it  as 
fairly  positive,  but  the  non-members 
felt  it  was  neutral. 

The  three  stories  that  were  consid¬ 
ered  negative  had  the  most  noticeable 
variation  in  judgment. 

The  foremost  negative  article 
judged  as  so  by  the  non-LDS  group 


dealt  with  documents  dealer  Mark 
Hofmann  meeting  with  Elder  Dallin 
Oaks,  former  president  of  BYU,  con¬ 
cerning  a  church  document. 

The  Karl  G.  Maeser  beard  story 
was  judged  as  the  foremost  negative 
by  the  LDS  judges.  All  stories  were 
judged  on  a  scale  of  one  to  five  with 
one  being  the  most  negative  and  five 
the  most  positive. 

The  Hofmann  story  received  a  1.9 
by  the  non-LDS  judges  but  was  con¬ 
sidered  quite  neutral  by  members 
who  gave  it  a  3.1. 

The  Maeser  story  was  rated  with  a 
2.0  by  members  and  2.2  by  non-mem¬ 
bers. 

“I  think  the  difference  is  because 
members  are  more  prone  to  support 
the  leaders  of  the  church  and  possibly 
those  not  associated  with  the  church 
would  suspect  problems,”  said  Paul 
Richards,  director  of  BYU  Public 
Communications. 


The  second  most  negative  article 
judged  by  both  groups  was  about  a 
student  who  was  injured  by  a  campus 
bomb  explosion.  Both  groups  viewed 
this  negatively  by  giving  it  a  2. 1  and 
2.2  on  the  scale. 

The  third  most  negative  story 
judged  by  both  groups  reported  on 
the  three  football  players  involved 
with  the  prescription  drugs.  Mem¬ 
bers  gave  this  story  a  2. 1  as  compared 
to  the  non-members  giving  it  a  2.3. 

“The  general  impression  seems  to 
be  that  people  don’t  take  these  things 
seriously,”  Quintero  said. 

“We  (members  of  the  LDS  church) 
think  the  public  cares  more  than  they 
do.  There  is  no  big  negative  or  posi¬ 
tive  image,”  said  John  Gholdston,  as¬ 
sociate  publisher  of  the  Daily  Uni¬ 
verse. 

He  added  that  LDS  members  tend 
to  worry  more  about  what  others 
think  of  them. 
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I  met  the  Young  Ambassadors.  They 
were  performing  there.  I  was  their 
interpreter  and  was  with  them  for 
about  a  week.” 

Liu  said  he  noticed  a  difference  be¬ 
tween  group’s  members  and  the  many 
American  tourists  who  visit  China. 
“The  (Young  Ambassadors)  were 
neat,  friendly,  warm  and  talented,” 
he  said.  “Their  show  was  great  and 
the  younger  generation  loved  them  — 
I  was  one  of  them! 

“The  Young  Ambassadors  changed 
my  life,”  he  said,  referring  to  his  at¬ 
tendance  at  BYU  and  conversion  to 
the  LDS  Church  in  October,  1986. 

Liu  says  his  friends  and  family  in 
China  support  his  decision  to  attend 
BYU.  “They  admire  me  and  think  I 
am  so  lucky  to  get  an  education  at 
BYU.  They  hope  to  get  a  chance  too.  ” 

“In  China,  oddly  enough,  we’re  al¬ 
most  a  household  word,”  said 
Richards,  “and  in  other  countries 
they  don’t  know  us  from  a  basket  of 
peaches.” 

Richards  attributes  the  school’s  im¬ 
age  in  China  to  the  fact  that  BYU  was 
one  of  the  first  to  tour  extensively 
there.  “In  other  countries  we’re  just 
one  of  the  many  —  the  impact  is 
harder  to  achieve  because  there’s  just 
so  much  competition.” 

But  regardless  of  impact,  BYU 
touring  groups  have  been  to  most  ar¬ 
eas  in  the  world,  including  the  Soviet 
Union,  Soviet  bloc  countries,  Europe, 
Japan,  Africa  and  South  America, 
said  Richards. 

“Over  the  decades  since  we’ve  had 
performing  groups,  we’ve  been  to  a 
lot  of  places.  If  I  said  some  place  we 
haven’t  been  I’d  probably  find  out  we 
had  a  group  there  in  1962  or  some¬ 
thing.” 


In  some  parts  of  the  world,  Ameri¬ 
can  colleges  in  general  may  have  an 
image  problem.  People  in  England 
perceive  U.S.  universities  as  being 
inferior,  according  to  Howard  Bolton, 
a  senior  majoring  in  chemistry  from 
Yorkshire,  England.  “People  thought 
I  was  lowering  myself  by  coming 
here.” 

Leslie  Norris,  an  English  professor 
from  Merthyr  Tydfil,  Wales,  said  he 
had  originally  intended  to  stay  at 
BYU  for  a  short  time  as  a  visiting 
professor.  “But  when  I  was  invited  to 
stay  I  was  very  happy  to  do  so. 

“I  don’t  find  the  so-called  restric¬ 
tions  illogical  or  hard,”  said  Norris, 
who  is  not  a  member  of  the  LDS 
Church. 

Norris  enjoys  teaching  at  BYU  be¬ 
cause  of  the  quality  of  the  people.  “I’m 
not  saying  it’s  perfect,  but  the  stu¬ 
dents  on  the  whole  seem  very  happy.  ” 

Except  for  the  fact  that  many  pio¬ 
neers  and  present-day  LDS  Church 
members  are  of  Welch  descent,  peo¬ 
ple  in  Wales  don’t  have  much  knowl¬ 
edge  of  life  in  Utah,  says  Norris. 
“They’re  an  insular  race  —  it’s  pretty 
perfect  in  Wales  I  think.  ” 

Well,  with  maybe  the  slight  excep¬ 
tion  of  Wales,  the  eyes  of  the  world 
are  increasingly  upon  BYU,  accord¬ 
ing  to  H.  Smith  Broadbent,  a  profes¬ 
sor  of  chemistry  emeritus.  “And  the 
more  successful  we  become,  the  more 
intense,  the  more  critical,  and  the 
more  searching  such  scrutiny  will  be¬ 
come,”  he  writes  in  an  essay  about 
BYU  titled  “A  City  Set  upon  a  Hill.”

The  first  paragraphs  of  a  1980

“These 
people  are  at  work  even  when  they’re 
at. play,  turning  out  waves  of  young 
men  and  women  they  earnestly  be¬ 
lieve  to  be  uprijftAin  the  oldtime  pio¬ 
neer  sense  that  Brigham  himself 
would  surely  approve  of.” 

Missionay  work 

In  1985,  Sports  Illustrated  set  out 
to  satisfy  the  public’s  curiosity  about 
the  Latter-day  Saint  missionaries. 

Specifically,  how  did  BYU  keep  a 
powerhouse  football  program  going 
with  many  of  the  players  leaving  to 
preach  love  and  pacifism  for  two 
years?

They  discovered  things 
like,  “On  a  football  field  you  expelled 
your  frustrations.  On  a  mission  you 
slowly  learn  to  swallow  them.”  And 
that  each  of  these  football  players 
“chose  his  religion  over  America’s  re¬ 
ligion.”  After  learning  the  rigors  and 
conditions  of  mission  life  the  writer 
concluded,  “...you’ll  surely  return  to 
America  steeled  for  any  discipline 
football  can  demand.” 

These  articles  and  others  like  them 
labeled  BYU  as  the  perfect  alma 
mater  for  Mr.  Rogers. 

Owls  enjoyed  visit 

Sports  figures  from  around  the 
country  still  have  that  impression. 
The  administrative  assistant  for  Tem¬ 
ple’s  head  football  coach  Lee  Robert¬ 
son  said,  “We  were  wondering  about 
two  things  when  we  came  to  Provo, 
could  we  get  any  Coca  Cola  and  what 
were  we  going  to  do  at  night.” 

He  said  the  Temple  players  en¬ 
joyed  themselves  while  they  were 
here.  They  agreed  that  the  BYU  cam¬ 
pus  was  the  most  beautiful  they  had 
been  on  that  year.  The  Owls  went 
home  to  Philadelphia  with  a  higher 
digit  in  their  lost  column. 

John  Miller,  amateur  sports  editor 


for  USA  Today  said,  “BYU  has 
proven  it’s  not  just  any  religious 
school.  They  are  consistently  one  of 
the  top  schools  in  the  nation  in 
sports.” 

“We  weren’t  prepared  for  the  size 
of  the  basketball  facility  or  the  huge 
support  of  the  fans,”  said  Kimball 
Smith,  an  information  director  for 
Pittsburgh  University  basketball. 
“We  knew  we  were  in  for  a  good  game 
but  fully  expected  to  win.” 

Pittsburgh  left,  after  being  soundly 
beaten,  but  one  of  their  expectations 
didn’t  change. 

“Before  we  came  we  thought  BYU 
was  a  conservative,  straightlaced 
school  in  a  straightlaced  state.  We  left 
with  the  same  impression.” 

ESPN’s  opinion 

“People  are  surprised  BYU  is  as 


good  at  as  many  things  as  they  are,” 
said  Lan-y  Burnett,  an  ESPN 
sportscaster.  “It  used  to  be  consid¬ 
ered  just  a  religious  institution.  They 
weren’t  expected  to  be  that  good.  I 
think  that  impression  has  changed.” 

It  looks  like  most  people  in  sports 
still  imagine  BYU  students  as  pink¬ 
cheeked  paragons  but  they  have  dis¬ 
covered  that  just  maybe  knocking  on 
doors  for  two  years  helps  you  throw  a 
football  farther;  maybe  carrying 
around  bulky  scripture  sets  makes 
you  swat  a  baseball  harder;  perhaps 
not  drinking  coffee  enables  you  to  hit 
a  golfball  truer;  perchance  constant 
kneeling  in  prayer  strengthens  your 
wrestling  holds.

Actor  to  share  knowledge 

Karl  Malden  on  campus  as  part  of  festival 


Karl  Malden  will  come  to  BYU  this  week  as  part  of  a  festival 
honoring  the  actor.  The  festival  will  include  films,  lectures  and 
question-and-answer  sessions  that  are  open  to  the  public. 


“Streets  of  San  Fransico”  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  Varsity  Theater  at  1 
p.m.  That  evening  at  7:30  the  Disney 
film,  “Bullwhip  Griffin,”  will  be 
shown  in  the  Tanner  Building. 

Wednesday  at  1  p.m.  the  television 
movie,  “Skag,”  will  be  shown.  Thurs¬ 
day  the  film,  “Baby  Doll,”  will  be 
shown  at  1  p.m.  in  the  Varsity  The¬ 
ater. 

At  7:30  p.m.  “A  Streetcar  Named 
Desire”,  the  movie  that  won  Malden 
an  Academy  Award,  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  Joseph  Smith  Audito¬ 
rium. 

This  will  be  Malden’s  second  visit  to 
the  BYU  campus.  He  spent  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1971  teaching  a  master  class 
for  eight  of  BYU’s  top  drama  stu¬ 
dents.  He  was  invited  by  Metten  who 
heard  on  the  radio  that  Malden  had 
taught  a  similar  class  in  a  small  col¬ 
lege  in  Oregon.  “I  just  called  his  agent 
and  got  his  number  and  called  Karl  at 
home  to  see  if  he  was  interested  in 
doing  the  same  thing  here,”  said 
Metten. 

One  of  the  students  Malden  worked 
with  that  summer  was  Peter  Johnson, 
who  was  assigned  as  Malden’s  assis¬ 
tant.  When  Malden  received  the  offer 
to  do  “Streets  of  San  Fransico”  the 
next  year,  he  needed  a  private  per¬ 
sonal  assistant  and  offered  the  job  to 
Johnson. 

According  to  Metten,  Johnson 
worked  as  Malden’s  personal  assis¬ 
tant  for  five  or  six  years  before  re¬ 
turning  to  BYU  to  work  at  the  Motion 
Picture  Studio.  Johnson  is  currently 
director  of  the  studio  and  has  worked 
closely  with  Metten  to  organize  the 
festival.  They  have  been  assisted  by 
ASBYU  faculty  coordinator  Rush 
Sumpter  and  student  director 
Michelle  Stone. 

“BYU  is  kind  of  isolated  and  the 
opportunity  to  participate  in  a  festival 
such  as  this  is  wonderful,”  Metten 
said.

Next  week  BYU  students  will  have 
an  opportunity  to  meet  and  talk  with 
actor  Karl  Malden,  one  of  the  most 
highly  respected  actors  of  the  last  50 
years.

Disposable  cameras 
ease  picture  taking 


Three  of  the  films  being  shown,  “A 
Streetcar  Named  Desire”,  “Baby 
Doll”,  and  “On  the  Waterfront”,  are 
some  of  the  major  films  of  the  1950s, 
said  Metten.  “And  our  students  have 
a  chance  to  see  them  free  of  charge.” 

“Secondly,  Karl  really  has  some¬ 
thing  to  say.  He’s  played  with  all  the 
major  actors  and  worked  with  all  the 
major  directors  since  the  50  s,” 
Metten  said.  “This  festival  is  a  tribute 
to  his  dignity  and  respectability.”

(AP)  —  Disposable  cameras  and 
Canon’s  new  autofocus  SLR  camera 
and  lenses  were  highlights  of  the  re¬ 
cent  Photo  Marketing  Association 
show  in  Chicago. 

Both  Kodak  and  Fuji  introduced 
the  throwaway  cameras.  The  Kodak 
Fling,  about  the  size  of  a  box  of  120 
film,  will  use  the  110-size  24-exposure 
VRG  200  print  film.  The  Fuji  Quick 
Snap  will  feature  35mm  24-exposure 
Super  HR  400  print  film. 

Both  cameras  feature  plastic 
lenses,  a  simple  winding  mechanism 
and  shutter  release.  Both  are  fixed 
focus,  set  for  about  three  feet  to  infin¬ 
ity.  Shutter  speed  for  the  Quick  Snap 
is  l-100th  of  a  second  as  opposed  to 
l-125th  of  a  second  for  the  Fling.  The 
Fling  lens  is  set  at  f-8.  The  Quick  Snap 
at  f-11. 

There  is  no  flash  on  either  camera. 
They’re  intended  for  use  in  daylight 
situations  only  and  rely  on  the 
tremendous  latitude  of  the  film  rather 
than  accurate  exposure. 

There’s  no  loading  or  unloading  of , 
the  film.  When  you’ve  finished  taking 
your  pictures,  you  turn  in  the  whole 
camera  at  your  photo  processor  and 
get  prints  but  not  the  camera.

Liu  spent  a  week  sight-seeing  and 
tending  the  Young  Ambassadors 
Irformances. 

IHe  was  introduced  to  the  assistant 
rector  of  the  Young  Ambassadors, 
obert  Neeley.  Liu  and  Neeley 
j  Iked  about  their  family,  friends  and 
e  gospel. 

“We  became  very  good  friends,” 
Id  Liu.  “Like  brothers  —  we  be- 
me  very  close.” 

,Liu  attended  church  services  with 
e  Young  Ambassadors  and  ex- 
:anged  a  lot  of  thoughts  both  politcal 
d  religious  with  Neeley. 

!“He  asked  me  if  I  liked  my  coun- 
y,”  said  Liu.  “I  said  ‘sure,’  it’s  my 
Dtherland.” 

Liu  was  impressed  that  two  men 
tom  different  countries  could  have  so 
■uch  in  common. 

“The  Young  Amabassadors  im¬ 


pressed  me  very  much,”  said  Liu. 
“They  looked  clean,  dressed  up  neatly 
and  were  friendly.” 

Liu  and  Neeley  stayed  in  contact 
after  the  Young  Ambassadors  left 
China  until  May  1984,  when  Neeley 
was  struck  and  killed  by  lighting. 

Liu  was  '  preparing  to  graduate 
from  Guangxi  Teachers  University 
when  he  heard  the  news. 

“I  was  really  shocked,”  said  Liu.  “I 
was  grieved  —  I  lost  a  good  friend.” 

Liu  went  back  to  Nanning  after 
graduation  and  received  an  eight- 
page  letter  from  Neeley’s  parents

telling  him  about  the  accident  and 
how  they  knew  about  him. 

“They  admired  how  our  friendship 
came  from  two  people  from  different 
countries,”  said  Liu.  “They  still  loved 
me  and  wanted  to  bridge  the.  friend¬ 
ship  between  the  two  countries.  ” 

The  Neeley’s  invited  Liu  to  come  to 
the  United  States  to  visit  them.  He 
explained  that  in  China  it’s  not  that 
easy  to  leave  just  for  a  visit,  but  if  he 
was  to  attend  BYU,  the  government 
might  let  him  come. 

After  a  lot  of  red  tape,  Liu  came  to 
the  United  States  in  1985  and  started 
the  Fall  semester  at  BYU  two  weeks 
late. 

Liu  looks  back  on  the  two-week  late 
start  as  being  really  hard. 

Liu  took  two  ballet  classes  for  fun 
and  in  January,  danced  with  Xiao- 


fang,  a  guest  from  China. 

Ed  Austin  and  Delynne  Peay  of  the 
International  Folk  Dancers,  attended 
the  performance  and  talked  to  Liu  af¬ 
terwards. 

“They  asked  if  I  wanted  to  dance 
with  them,”  said  Liu.  “I  danced  one 
night  in  the  Chinese  Ribbon  dance  on 
their  California  tour.” 

In  August  1986,  Liu  was  invited  to 
the  folk  dancers  pre-school  workshop. 

“Clogging  and  Mexican  are  the 
hardest  dances  for  me  to  learn,”  said 
Liu.  “You  have  to  change  your  style  a 
lot,  but  I’m  kind  of  getting  use  to  it.” 

The  folk  dancing  at  BYU  may  be 
new  to  Liu  but  he  is  no  stranger  to 
dance. 

At  13,  Liu  auditioned  and  was  one 
of  four  picked  from  hundreds  to  train 
in  ballet  and  Chinese  folk  dance. 

In  1972,  after  three  years  of  train¬ 
ing,  Liu  became  a  professional  dancer 
and  began  touring  throughout  China 
with  the  Nanning  Song  and  Dance 
Company. 

He  continued  dancing  with  the 
team  until  1980  but  quit  to  attend  col¬ 
lege  and  learn  English. 

“I  started  to  learn  English  by  lis¬ 
tening  to  the  radio  and  record 
player,”  said  Liu.  “It  took  me  a  year.” 

In  1984,  Liu  received  a  bachelor’s 
degree  in  English  and  was  assigned  to 
Guangxi  Institute  for  Nationalities- 
teaching  English. 

He  worked  for  a  year  before  decid¬ 
ing  to  come  to  the  United  States  and 
attend  BYU. 

“I  miss  my  family  and  call  them  a 
lot,”  said  Liu.  “Being  away  from  my 
family  is  hard  but  what  a  great  oppor¬ 
tunity  it  is  to  be  here  and  dance  with 
the  Folk  Dancers.” 

After  graduating  from  BYU,  Liu 
said  he  wants  to  do  something  benefi¬ 
cial  for  his  country. 

“Wherever  I’ll  be  —  I’ll  be,”  said 
Liu.

Hoosiers,  Orangemen  to  clash 
for  NCAA  hoop  championship 


NEW  ORLEANS  ( AP)  —  On  Mon¬ 
day  night,  Hollywood’s  Hoosiers  go 
for  the  Oscars  while  Indiana’s  version 
reaches  for  the  NCAA  basketball 
championship. 

Syracuse  is  the  last  hurdle  for 
Coach  Bob  Knight’s  team  after  Indi¬ 
ana  defeated  Nevada-Las  Vegas  97- 
93  and  the  Orangemen  downed  Provi¬ 
dence  77-63  in  Saturday’s  semifinals. 

In  Indiana’s  victory  over  the 
Rebels,  Hoosier  All-American  Steve 
Alford  scored  33  points,  countering  a 
strong  performance  by  UNLV  guard 
F  reddie  Banks 

Banks  had  a  game-high  38  points, 
including  10  three-pointers  in  a  losing 
effort.  Armon  Gilliam  added  32 
points,  but  the  Rebels  could’t  stop  the 
balanced  attack  of  the  Hoosiers. 

Syracuse  enters  the  championship 
game  with  a  31-6  record,  while  Indi¬ 
ana  sports  a  record  of  29-4 

“I  think  Syracuse  is  as  good  a  team 
as  there  is  in  the  country,”  Knight 
said.  “Considering  the  regional  they 
came  out  of  and  the  way  they’ve 
played,  they’re  probably  right  where 
they  ought  to  be.” 


Syracuse  was  seeded  No.  2  in  the 
East  and  reached  the  Final  Four  by 
beating  Georgia  Southern,  Western 
Kentucky,  Florida  and  the  region’s 
No.  1  seed,  North  Carolina.  Indiana 
carried  the  No.  1  seed  in  the  Midwest 
Region  and  beat  Fairfield,  Auburn, 
Duke  and  LSU  on  the  road  to  New 
Orleans  and  the  Final  Four. 

The  coaches  are  a  study  in  contrast¬ 
ing  styles,  although  they  have  one 
thing  in  common:  Both  have  been 
very  successful. 

In  22  years  of  coaching,  the  last  16 
at  Indiana,  Knight  has  a  record  of 
467-169,  and  has  won  two  national  ti¬ 
tles.  While  never  winning  the  na¬ 
tional  championship,  Boeheim  has  a 
career  mark  of  261-83  in  11  seasons  at 
Syracuse. 

Knight  is  the  tough  guy,  the  bas¬ 
ketball  genius  who  spends  his  off 
hours  fly  fishing  and  reading  World 
War  II  history.  His  hero  is  said  to  be 
Gen.  George  Patton. 

Boeheim,  on  the  other  hand,  is  the 
whiner,  the  guy  who  couldn’t  win  the 
big  one,  a  former  golf  coach  and  8- 
handicapper. 


Knight  is  in  the  news  nearly  as  of¬ 
ten  for  his  own  antics  as  he  is  for  the 
accomplishments  of  his  team.  He  got 
into  trouble  with  the  law  in  Puerto 
Rico  during  the  1979  Pan  American 
Games,  then  stuffed  a  Louisiana 
State  fan  into  a  garbage  can  in  a 
Cherry  Hill,  N.J.,  hotel  during  the 
1981  Final  Four.  He  threw  a  chair 
across  the  court  during  a  game  in 
1985,  and  he  began  this  season  in  an 
angry  mood  because  of  a  book  written 
about  his  1985-86  season  that  he  felt 
contained  too  much  of  his  profanity. 

Like  Knight,  Boeheim  is  emotional 
on  the  sidelines  during  games,  but-  he 
recognizes  that  his  reputation  is  not 
unmarked.  “People  don’t  say  I’m  a 
good  coach,”  he  said  earlier  in  the 
NCAA  tournament.  “They  don’t  say 
I’m  a  bad  coach.  They  say  I’m  not 
bad.” 

Boeheim  has  taken  the  Orangemen 
into  the  NCAA  tournament  nine 
times,  but  has  never  gotten  past  the 
second  round  until  this  year. 

When  he  threw  his  chair,  it  was  in 
the  privacy  of  the  press  room  during 
the  1983  Big  East  tourney. 


BYU  sluggers  end  road  trip , 
look  forward  to  homestand

After  25  straight  road  games, 
which  included  a  disappointing  2-5 
record  at  the  Riverside  invitational 
last  weekend,  BYU  Coach  Gary 
Pullins  and  the  baseball  team  look  for¬ 
ward  to  playing  its  next  12  games 
here  in  Provo.

Ujent  denies  making  threats  to  represent  athletes

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Sports  agent  Norby  Walters, 
under  investigation  by  the  FBI  in  connection  with  alleged 
threats  of  violence  in  a  battle  to  represent  college  football 
players,  denied  Friday  he  was  involved  in  the  threats. 

“It’s  ludicrous,  it’s  sickening,  it’s  vile,  it’s  nauseating,” 
Walters  said  of  reports  linking  him  to  the  threats. 

“I  do  believe  the  agents  who  are  my  competitors  will  tell 
any  of  these  young  men  to  say  anything  to  try  to  break  a 
contract,”  Walters  said. 

A  federal  law  enforcement  source,  speaking  on  condi¬ 
tion  that  he  not  be  identified,  said  that  the  FBI’s  Dallas 
office  has  launched  an  investigation  of  alleged  threats  by 
several  sports  agents.  The  investigation  was  said  to  be  in 
its  early  stages. 


The  New  York  Times,  quoting  other  sources  in  its 
Friday  editions,  reported  that  the  Dallas  FBI  office  had 
recorded  a  telephone  conversation  between  player  agent 
Lloyd  Bloom  and  former  Southern  Methodist  University 
wide  receiver  Ronald  Morris  in  which  Bloom  was  alleged 
to  have  threatened  to  have  Morris’  hands  broken  if  he 
signed  with  another  agent. 

Bloom  works  for  Walters’  firm,  World  Sports  and  En¬ 
tertainment  Inc. 

The  newspaper  also  quoted  unnamed  sources  as  saying 
the  FBI  was  investigating  alleged  threats  made  against 
another  former  SMU  player,  Jeff  Atkins.  Both  Atkins  and 
Morris  are  currently  under  contract  with  another  man¬ 
agement  firm,  Athletic  Associates  of  Dallas.

“I  tend  to  think  in  terms  of  our  pro¬ 
gram,”  Boeheim  said  Sunday  at  a 
news  conference.  “If  people  respect 
our  program,  then  I  think  they’ll  have 
some  respect  for  me.

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New  method 
opens  doors 
for  students

Some  of  the  new  concepts  in  educa¬ 
tion  are  challenging  traditional  meth¬ 
ods  and  studies  are  showing  that 
learning  hindrance  among  males  and 
low-income  students  possibly  result 
from  teaching  systems,  not  the  stu¬ 
dents  themselves. 

The  Metra  Companion  Reading 
Program  has  shown  significant  in¬ 
crease  in  reading  skills  among  first 
graders  using  a  new  technique  called 
companion  study. 

According  to  Grant  Harrison,  pro¬ 
fessor  of  instructional  sciences  at 
BYU,  the  program  dramatically  in¬ 
creases  reading  ability  of  students  at 
all  levels  of  capablity  and  does  not 
vary  with  gender  of  the  student.  Har¬ 
rison  said  typically  male  students  do 
more  poorly  than  female  students 
when  tested  in  conventional  first- 
grade  classrooms.  The  case  is  like¬ 
wise  with  minorities  and  children  of 
low-income  families,  he  said. 

Data  from  a  program  study  in  Ar¬ 
kansas  showed  78  percent  of  first 
graders  could  read  on  a  first-grade 
level.  That  rose  to  99  percent  after 
companion  reading.  And  Harrison 
says  there  was  no  significant  differ¬ 
ence  between  test  scores  of  boys  and 
girls. 

Historically,  substantially  more 
children  from  low-income  and  minor¬ 
ity  families  score  below  proper  grade- 
level  reading  ability  than  above.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Harrison,  that  percentage 
raised  to  90  percent  after  the  pro¬ 
gram.  “This  model  refutes  traditional 
excuses  for  failure,”  he  said. 

The  companion  program  contrasts 
conventional  classroom  methods  that 
Harrison  refers  to  as  “ability  group¬ 
ing.”  In  ability  grouping,  students  are 
separated  by  reading  readiness  tests 
and  placed  in  classrooms  with  stu¬ 
dents  who  have  similar  aptitudes. 
Higher  performers  are  put  with  other 
high  achievers,  while  the  relatively 
lower-accomplished  students  are  usu¬ 
ally  placed  with  kids  of  their  own  abil¬ 
ity. 

But  this  system,  predominant  in 
U.S.  school  systems  in  the  past  two 
decades,  has  apparently  failed  to  im¬ 
prove  the  standard  of  education.  A 
book  on  the  subject,  “The  Schools  We 
Deserve:  Reflections  on  the  Educa¬ 
tional  Crises  of  Our  Time,”  by  Diane 
Ravitch,  reports  that  education  has 
actually  declined  in  the  past  20  years. 
“(Teachers)  must  feel  a  sense  of  inad¬ 
equacy,  knowing  that  the  techniques 
they  find  necessary  for  teaching  have 
been  condemned  by  progressive  (edu¬ 
cation)  experts...” 

Harrison  agrees  modern  methods 
have  not  improved  learning.  “The  in¬ 
tended  benefits  from  ability  grouping 
-■have  Tietprov^W^^ 

The  Associated  Press  reported  the 
U.S.  has  an  estimated  23  million  illit¬ 
erates.  The  Metra  Companion  read¬ 
ing  program  is  being  used  to  help 
more  students  learn  to  read. 

The  companion  system,  which  can 
also  be  used  in  math,  science  and 
other  academic  fields,  begins  with  the 
assumption  that  anyone  can  learn  to 
read.  “That  assumption  is  given  to  the 
children  collectively,”  Harrison  said. 

In  each  grade,  students  would  not 
be  separated  by  any  academic 
achievement.  “No  one  is  ever  segre¬ 
gated  out,”  he  said. 

The  teacher  teaches  the  group  a 
new  concept.  The  group  then  breaks 
down  into  pairs  in  which  students 
practice  with  a  partner.  Over  the  next 
few  days,  the  teacher  then  tests  indi¬ 
vidually  the  students  to  see  if  they 
have  actually  learned  and  are  able  to 
apply  the  information. 

A  report  from  the  Metra  Pilot  Pro¬ 
gram  said,  “The  Companion  compo¬ 
nent  has  encouraged  student  cohe¬ 
siveness. 

“There  is  a  visible  improvement  in 
open  communications.  Children  defi¬ 
nitely  learn  from  each  other;  they  be¬ 
come  wonderful  and  capable  teach¬ 
ers...  The  climate  of  the  classroom 
reflects  the  positive  companion  train¬ 
ing  and  helps  develop  responsibility 
and  pride  in  each  other’s  accomplish¬ 
ments  as  well  as  their  own.  They 
learn  to  compliment  rather  than  criti¬ 
cize  their  peers.” 

One  parent,  whose  child  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  companion  program  com¬ 
mented,  “It  promotes  proficiency, 
reading,  confidence,  caring,  interest, 
and  cooperation.”

This  Is  The  Place 
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Be  proud  of  America 
and  other  countries 


I  was  watching  the  news  the 
other  day  and  was  very  angered  at 
one  of  the  news  stories.  Currently, 
in  the  high  schools  in  Tennessee, 
members  of  the  National  Guard  are 
coming  to  “un-announced  assem¬ 
blies."  After  all  the  students  have 
taken  their  seats,  the  lights  are 
dimmed  and  then  the  noises  of  ma¬ 
chine  guns  are  heard.  After  about 
15  minutes  of  dramatics,  an  an¬ 
nouncer  says,  “this  is  not  real,  but 
what  if  this  had  been  an  actual  com¬ 
munist  (or  other  kind  of)  invasion?” 
This  announcer  from  the  National 
Guard  then  instills  more  fear  by 
telling  students  of  the  communist 
threat.  He  tells  them  they  should 
be  proud  of  America,  and  then 
urges  the  students  to  be  more  pa¬ 
triotic.  Well,  we  should  be  patri¬ 
otic,  but  is  this  really  what  is  being 
taught  by  these  mock  invasions? 

Are  we  as  Americans  mistaking 
ethnocentrism  for  patriotism?  It 
seems  to  me  that  we  are  confusing 
this  “tendency  toward  viewing 
alien  cultures  with  disfavor  and 
(having)  a  resulting  sense  of  inher¬ 
ent  superiority”  with  love  for  or 
devotion  to  country”  (see  “Web¬ 
ster’s  Ninth  New  Collegiate  Dic¬ 
tionary.”)  This  confusion  of  terms 
may  not  be  new.  In  fact,  it  is  not 
new.  I  gather  from  my  American 
literature  and  history  classes  that 
Americans  have  always  felt  supe¬ 
rior  to  other  nations  and  have 
looked  at  other  countries  with  dis¬ 
favor.  Past  generations  have 
sought  to  “make  the  world  safe  for 
democracy,”  thinking  that  democ¬ 
racy  was  ideal  for  all  nations  when, 
in  fact,  some  countries  were  not  — 
and  still,  in  my  opinion,  are  not  — 
ready  for  it.  Moreover,  Americans 
have  trampled  on  different  cul¬ 
tures,  such  as  the  Indians’,  think¬ 
ing  that  they  were  inferior  and 
primitive.  I  find  the  problem  par¬ 
ticularly  prevalent  today.  The  me¬ 
dia,  with  movies  like  “Rambo”  and 
“Rocky  IV,”  seem  to  be  telling 
Americans  that  other  nations  are 
weak,  their  cultures  are  ludicrous, 
their  people  are  primitive,  unedu¬ 
cated,  and  so  on,  while  praising  our 
supposedly  perfect  nation.  Many 
politicians,  like  Ronald  Reagan, 
can  also  be  accused  of  breeding  eth¬ 
nocentrism  in  the  U.S.  The  ethno¬ 
centrism  sometimes  can  be  seen  as 
more  than  disfavor,  but  even 
hatred  of  other  nations.  This  is  the 
problem  I  see  with  the  mock  inva¬ 
sions  in  the  Tennessee  high  schools. 

Some  of  the  worst  evidence  of 
ethnocentrism  (under  ,  the  mask  of 
patriotism)  in  this  country  is  even 
found  in  casual  conversations  with 
friends.  I  have  just  been  accepted 


to  go  to  London  with  the  Study 
Abroad  group.  Our  group  will  have 
the  opportunity  to  visit  Rome,  Vi¬ 
enna,  Paris,  and  Moscow.  I  am  very 
curious  and  enthused  about  the 
chance  to  visit  these  places. 
Nonetheless,  while  discussing  this 
trip  with  friends,  many  said  that  I’ll 
be  thankful  to  be  an  American  by 
the  time  I  get  back  —  and  perhaps  I 
will.  However,  they  seem  to  em¬ 
phasize  in  critical  terms  that  the 
people  in  these  other  nations  have 
fewer  opportunities  than  we  do, 
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and  they  state  that  their  cities  are 
unclean,  their  people  aloof,  and 
other  disparaging  remarks.  Some 
of  what  they  said  may  be  true,  but 
from  other  things  I  have  heard, 
these  countries  have  a  lot  to  offer 
that  America  does  not  have,  and 
their  people  may  have  some  at¬ 
tributes  that  are  not  seen  in  the 
characteristics  of  most  Americans. 

Why  is  it  that  during  wartime, 
people  grow  to  be  more  “patriotic” 
than  in  times  of  peace?  Do  people 
really  become  more  patriotic  or  do 
they  simply  feel  more  enthusiastic 
in  viewing  their  “adversarial”  coun¬ 
try  with  disfavor?  Perhaps  while 
countries  are  at  war,  there  are  gen¬ 
uine  feelings  of  patriotism.  But 
does  there  need  to  be  this  negative 
experience  of  war  in  which  one  feels 
hatred  for  another  country  in  order 
to  have  devotion  to  one’s  own  coun¬ 
try?  I  don’t  think  so!  I  think  that 
genuine  patriotism  should  be  with¬ 
out  negative  feelings  towards  an¬ 
other  country.  Perhaps  this  idea  re¬ 
lates  to  loving  others  as  we  love 
ourselves.  When  we  love  ourselves 
or  our  family,  for  example,  we  need 
not  hate  others  or  feel  superior  to 
them.  Neighborhoods  might  be¬ 
come  war  zones  if  we  did. 

One  of  the  times  that  I  felt  the 
most  patriotic  was  during  the  cele¬ 
bration  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty  on 
the  Fourth  of  July.  The  day  was 
peaceful.  Ambassadors  came  from 
all  over  to  celebrate  with  us.  While 
I  thought  of  my  own  freedom,  I  felt 
glad  to  be  an  American.  In  seeing 
the  ambassadors  and  hearing  about 
other  countries’  contributions  to 
the  United  States,  I  also  felt  love 
and  devotion  to  those  other  na¬ 
tions.
